We must go away from home to get 
the news, consequently we excerp the 
following from the Pacific Method!st. 
Mr. E ditor:—The Board of Trustees 
of the Wilmington school property, 
held its first session on the 4th and 5th 
of Dec., and organized with the fol­ 
lowing officers: Rev. W. H. Spurlock, 
President; Rev. J.W. Leach 
Vice 
President; Rev. A, M. Campbell Sec­ 
retary; W. H. Steele, Treasurer. 
The session was very harmonious 
and much important business transac­ 
ted, the principal items of which are 
hereby transmitted for publication in 
tlie M e t h o d i s t according to direc­ 
tions by the Board. 
The Institution was named, The 
Wilson College, after the name of the 
generous donor. Rev. A. M. Camp­ 
bell, M. A. was elected President, 
pro tem. 
Looking to the future de­ 
velopment of the school, as well as to 
its present working, a thorough and 
complete 
curriculum 
was adopted 
similar to that of the Pacific Metho­ 
dist College, at Santa 
Rosa. 
The 
necessity committees were then ap­ 
pointed, viz., an Executive Committee 
of the Board, consisting of F. M. Bus­ 
ter, I. T. Carney, and A. M. Campbell, 
the duties of which are defined in the 
by-luws. A committee to draft laws 
for the government of the Board, and 
the school consisting of W. H. Hteele, 
A. M. Campbell, and J. W. Leach. A 
Committee of one to correspond with 
reference to securing the services of a 
teacher in the school. Revs, Jessie D. 
Franklin and D. M. Rice were added 
to the Board of Trustees. 
The Board instructed the Agent to 
receive subscriptions to the Endow­ 
ment Fund in live annual payments, 
with interest, at one per cent a month. 
This action of the Board extends to all 
subscriptions thus far made to said 
fund. 
Complete arrangements were made 
by the Board for securing the services 
of a teacher of music, and aiso for the 
hoarding ofall students who may at­ 
tend the schools. 
The schools are open to both males 
and females. It is confidently expect­ 
ed that the school will commence by 
the second Wednesday in January, 
1874. Every effort will be made to 
accomplish this expectation. 
The Agent was instructed to receive 
a limited number ef scholarships as 
part of the Endowment fund. 
Every interest of the Institution 
passes under the review of the Board, 
and so fur as action could be taken, 
each was given proper and forcible 
direction. The Board intends to exe­ 
cute the trust reposed by the Church, 
to the fullest extent of its ability, so 
that the educational interests involved, 
both as they relate to the individual, 
the community, and the country, shall 
be profited in so far as the Board can 
promote them. The Board begs at the 
Hands of all who are favorable to the 
enterprise, that hearty co-operation 
requisite for success. 
Given nation brain and you give 
her power; give her educated brain, 
and you give her princely power. As 
an agent to aid in this work the Insti­ 
tution, represented* by this Board, 
throws herself into the lists, and asks 
to be made a co-laborer with others; 
She asks your patronage that she may 
prove her works. 
Praying the blessing of Heaven upon 
this noble enterprise, that he may 
prosper it, we commit it to the Church 
and the country.

Telegraphic News. 


W A S H IN G TON. 


W a s h in g t o n , Dec. 21. 
it has been known for some days 
that the Spanish Government has fur­ 
nished evidence with regard to the 
Virginius and her claim to the right 
to hear the flag of the United States, 
and that the President had submitted 
the evidence to the Attorney-General 
for his opinion. It seems now to be 
understood, in official circles, that the 
Attorney-General has given his opin­ 
ion that the vessel had forfeited the 
right to bear the flag of the United 
States, and at the time of her capture 
was carrying it without right and im­ 
properly. In view ,iof tills opinion 
our Government will, in accordance 
witli the terms of the proctocol, in­ 
stitute an inquiry and adopt pro­ 
ceedings 
against 
the 
Virginius, 
and against any persons who may 
appear to have been guilty of illegali­ 
ties in connection therewith. As Spain 
lias reason to expect satisfaction from 
the United States, in that the Virgini­ 
us was, at the time of her capture, car­ 
rying the United States flag without 
right, the salute on the 25th December 
will be dispensed with as now not ne­ 
cessarily requirable; but the United 
States Government will expect a dis­ 
claimer of intent to offer indignity to 
its flag in the act which was commit­ 
ted. 
From proof submitted by Spain it 
appears the clearance papers of the 
Virginius were obtained by perjury. 
A majority of the Senate are not in 
favor of the total repeal of the Bank­ 
ruptcy Act, but of amending it in such 
particulars as will guard a debtor from 
exactions of a small minority of his 
creditors, leaving the question of in­ 
voluntary bankruptcy to be deter­ 
mined by those largely interested. 


K ey W est, Dec. 20. 
Information reached here yesterday 
from Havana that serious complica­ 
tions with regard to Cuba have arisen 
between the Spanish and British gov­ 
ernments. Advices did not state the 
{irecise nature of the difficulty, but it 
s rumored that the British Consul- 
General at Havana lias received dis­ 
patches from Lord Granville to in­ 
struct all naval commanders in the 
West Indies to immediately rendez­ 
vous in Cuban ports. It is stated that 
in official circles it is certainly known 
that the British Government will de­ 
mand the punishment of Burriel. The 
British Admiral has left for St.Thomas 
where he expects to be relieved.

Bunker Hill. 


A little over a year more, and the 
100th anniversary of the Rattle of 
Bunker Hill will take place. A little 
baud of heroes, then inaugurated a 
struggle, which brought untold resulta. 
It is very fitting that their deeds should 
be commemorated. 
The nation nt 
large is very justly arranging for a 
celebration on an extensive scale, of 
the centennial anniversary of this 
event. Thiswill instil patriotic Impulse 
into the souls of those of the coming 
generations, and prepares them for the 
struggles, which they, in life, must 
undergo. Overhanging Los Angeles 
is a hill similar to Bunker Hill—nay, 
it is larger. From it all the city can 
be seen and the country for miles 
around. On this hill also, are military 
marks, the remnants of a fort, which 
was built for the protection of liberty 
in this State. This hill has an ave­ 
nue running along its crest, and our 
friend Beaudry, through whose in­ 
fluence chiefly it has been opened, has 
very appropriately named It Bunker 
Hill avenue. The City Surveyor has 
been ordered to define the grades and 
lines of Olive,Charity,and Bunker Hill 
avenue, from Hill to Hope; Second 
street, and Temple street, from Hill 
to Hope. This will bring these lauds 
within easy reach of the business part 
of th« city. The distance to the Court 
House is less than it is from tbe Turn­ 
ers Hall. 
Mr. Beaudry being the owner, by 
perfect and indisputable title, offers 
the following scheme, believing that 
it supplies a felt want. 
His various tracts have been sur­ 
veyed, and platted in lots of conveni­ 
ent size for residences, upwards of two 
hundred in number, and the maps, to­ 
gether with abstracts of title, are kept 
for public inspection at his office, op­ 
posite the Pico House.
